NEW YORK, May i11.—After a 
severe fliness, due to an attack of 
influenza, William Dean Howells, one 
of America’s most distinguished con- 
tributions to the literateur, died here 
today. He was 83 years old. 

Mr. Howells returned about four 
weeks ago from Savannah, where 
he had spent the winter. It was 
while in the South that he was ta 
en ill with influenza, and he nev 
og’ recov 

r Howells was born on March 
1, 1837, the son of William Cooper 
Howells, He was descended on his 
father’s side of a long line of Welsh 
Quakers. His birthplace was at 
Martin’s Ferry, Beimont county, O.., 
and much of the early life of the 
author is reflected in his story “A 
Boy's Town,” one of the most hu- 
m and warm of the writings of 
Mr. Howells. 

A COUNTRY PRINTER. 

Mr. Howells graduated from the 
university that has produced more 
distinguished Americans than any 
other—the country printing office.

We wrote a life 
of Abraham Lincoln for  circula- 
tion during the campaign and on 
he proceeds made a trip to New 
Engiand, where he was hailed as a 
rising young man of letters by Lo- 
well, Emerson and other notables 
of the Boston school. 
With Lincoln's election, he se- 
cured the appointment as consul! to 
Venice,.and while the Civil War 
was raging at home, he secured the 
raw material for those finished lit- 
erary products, “Venetian Life and 
Ttalian Journeys.” Since then he 
has written many delightful novels 
and essays and has served in an 
editor! capacity on the New York 
Times, Atlantic Monthly, 
Cosmopolitan and other publications. 
He was a close friend of the late 
Mark Twain, and his book, “My 
Mark Twain,” is an intimate and in- 
teresting appreciation of the great 
humorist and philosopher. 

The Buckeye State has produced 
many great men, but few more 
honored than the son of a printer, 
born at Martin's Serry.

SENATE DISCUSSION 
OVER MARINE BILL. 


OPPOSITION TO EXTENSION OF 
COASTWISE NAVIGATION 
LAWS CONTINUED. 


A. PF. NIGHT WIRE.) 
WASHINGTON, May 11.—Oppo- 
sition to the proposed extension of 
coastwise navigation laws to the 
Philippines continued in the Senate 
today when consideration of the 
merchant marine bill was resumed. 
As now drawn the bill would. re- 
quire alk coastwise shipping to be 
entirely American owned. 

Senator Thomas, Democrat, Colo- 
rado, said such legislation was sure 
to provoke retaliatory tics by for- 
eign governments. Great Britain had 
attempted such discrimination, but 
was compelled to abandon the ef- 
fort, he said. 

Chairman Jones of the Commerce 
Committee and Senator Calder, Re- 
_— of New York, defended the 
Plan. 

“It there is any nation that ts in 
a position to carry‘ on a war of 
retaliation, it is the United States,” 
Senator Jones said. He added that 
the provision would make Manila 
the great distributing center for the 
Orient and aasure American ships 
cargoes on home trips. The British 
Ambassador had been instructed to. 
transmit a copy of this bill to Brit- 
ish authorities, according to Lon- 
Gon dispatches, Senator Jones said. 
and it was evident Great Britain 
was taking steps to look after her 
own interests. This action, he said, 
shows that Great Britain will leave 
nothing undone to prevent discrimi- 
nation against: her interest. 

Senator Lenroot, Republican, Wis- 
consin, moved to eliminate portions 
of a committee amendment author- 
izing such rates for carrying mails 
on American ships as will aid the 
development of a merchant marine. 
saving he was opposed to giving 
any such unlimited powers to grant 
subsidies. Senator Lenroot’s pro- 
posal was opposed, however, by Sen- 
ator Jones, Senator Calder and Mi- 
no Leader Underwood, the lIat- 
ter pointing out that virtually all 
the foreign ships that pass through 
the Panama Canal receive some 
form of subsidy from their govern- 
ments.
